The Bureau of Census 
enumberates crop acreage 
and production at 5-year 
intervals, Costs and time 
required to process such 
a volume of information 
preclude making a com- 
plete enumeration § an- 
nually, Instead, the De- 
partment of Agriculture 
relies on sample surveys 
to provide reliable indica- 
tions of the acreage devoted 
to principal crops,

Vets Fuiling 
To Use Insurance 


Thousands of disabled 
veterans -- largely young 
veterans -- are failing to 


take advantage of a val- 
uable insurance opportun- 
ity, the Veterans Admin- 
istration said, 

The VA said it gives 
disability ratings to some 
7,000 veterans each month 
and each man is encouraged 
to apply for speical low- 
cost RH insurance, 

However, said the VA, 
currently only about 16 per 
cent submit applications 
despite premiums so low 
that a 25-year-old veteran, 
for example, can start a 
$10,000 insurance program 
for only $2.60 a month,
